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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a message board system in which a person at 
that place can write effective massage information at that place even if an electronic 
bulletin board corresponding to the arbitrary place is not previously generated and a 
nearby person can refer to message information. 

SOLUTION: When message information M is sent from a portable terminal Aa 
message board server 1 preserves message information M in a message information 
data base 1a with situation information X on the situation of an information supplier in 
which message information M is written. When the reference request of message 
information M is transmitted from the portable terminal Bthe message board server 1 
retrieves a retrieval result message group G written in a situation similar to the 
situation of an information referring person based on situation information Y of the 
information referring person. The retrieval result message group G is returned to the 
portable terminal B. The portable terminal B displays the retrieval result message 
group G sent from the message board server 1. 



CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A means to acquire status information which includes at least position 
information in which it is a message board system which contains a message board 
server in which writing and reference are possible from a mobile terminaland the 
mobile terminal concerned exists at the time of writing of message information from 



said mobile terminalAn accumulation means which matches and accumulates the said 
acquired status information and said message informationA means to acquire status 
information which includes at least position information in which the mobile terminal 
concerned exists at the time of a reference request of said message information from 
said mobile terminalA message board system having a search means to search said 
message information from said accumulation means based on said the acquired status 
informationin said message board server. 

[Claim 2]The message board system according to claim 1 wherein said status 
information includes at least time information and weather information at the time of 
writing of said message information other than position information in which said 
mobile terminal exists. 

[Claim 3]The message board system according to claim 1 or 2 constituting said 
search means so that two or more message information corresponding to information 
which is similar to said status information from said accumulation means may be 
searched. 

[Claim 4]As for said message informationClaim 1 being the information about an event 
which is due to be held to Claim 3 is a message board system of a description either. 
[Claim 5]As for said message informationClaim 1 being the information about a tourist 
resort to Claim 3 is a message board system of a description either. 
[Claim 6]They are message information accumulation and the search method of a 
message board system which contains a message board server in which writing and 
reference are possible from a mobile terminalA step which acquires status information 
which includes at least position information in which the mobile terminal concerned 
exists at the time of writing of message information from said mobile terminalA step 
which matches the said acquired status information and said message informationand 
is accumulated in an accumulation meansA step which acquires status information 
which includes at least position information in which the mobile terminal concerned 
exists at the time of a reference request of said message information from said 
mobile terminalMessage information accumulation and a search method having a step 
which searches said message information from said accumulation means based on 
said the acquired status information in said message board server. 
[Claim 7]Message information accumulation and the search method according to claim 
6wherein said status information includes at least time information and weather 
information at the time of writing of said message information other than position 
information in which said mobile terminal exists. 

[Claim 8]Message information accumulation and the search method according to claim 
6 or 7wherein a step which searches said message information searches two or more 
message information corresponding to information which is similar to said status 
information from said accumulation means. 

[Claim 9]As for said message informationClaim 6 being the information about an event 
which is due to be held to Claim 8 is a message board system of a description either. 



[Claim 10]As for said message informationClaim 6 being the information about a 
tourist resort to Claim 8 is a message board system of a description either. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the electronic bulletin board 
especially using a network about the message information accumulation and the 
search method used for a message board system and it. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]Conventionallyin the electronic bulletin board using a 
networkthe "bulletin board server" is enabling the writing of the information from a 
"user"or reference. 

[0003]In this electronic bulletin boardas a means for a "user" to specify a "bulletin 
board server"the bulletin board which he needs is specified clearly and the writing and 
reference of information are performed by a character string called URL (Uniform 
Resource Locator). 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]Howeverin order that someone may create 
a priori the electronic bulletin board which puts up the information according to the 
place and situation in the conventional electronic bulletin board mentioned aboveit is 
difficult temporary and to prepare a short bulletin board. 

[0005]Since the user who performs offer or reference of information has to know URL 
of the electronic bulletin boardhe has to acquire URL corresponding to the place in 
which his user who performs offer and reference of information is by a certain 
methodfor examplemoving. 

[0006] Knowledge with as technical creation of an electronic bulletin board as time and 
effort is needed. Thereforean information provider also has SUBJECT that it is hard 
to show the information which was adapted for the characteristics which "people who 
have gathered there now" hassuch as a tendencycultureor fashion. 
[0007]Theneven if the purpose of this invention cancels the above-mentioned 
problem and it does not create the electronic bulletin board corresponding to arbitrary 
places a prioriThe message information at the place with those effective who are 
present in the place can be written inand it is in providing the message information 
accumulation and the search method which those who are present in the 
neighborhood use for the message board system and it which can refer to the 
message information. 
[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]A message board system by this invention is a 



message board system which contains a message board server in which writing and 
reference are possible from a mobile terminalA means to acquire status information 
which includes at least position information in which the mobile terminal concerned 
exists at the time of writing of message information from said mobile terminalAn 
accumulation means which matches and accumulates the said acquired status 
information and said message informationSaid message board server is equipped with 
a means to acquire status information which includes at least position information in 
which the mobile terminal concerned exists at the time of a reference request of said 
message information from said mobile terminaland a search means to search said 
message information from said accumulation means based on said the acquired status 
information. 

[0009]Message information accumulation and a search method by this invention are 
message information accumulation and a search method of a message board system 
which contains a message board server in which writing and reference are possible 
from a mobile terminalA step which acquires status information which includes at 
least position information in which the mobile terminal concerned exists at the time of 
writing of message information from said mobile terminalA step which matches the 
said acquired status information and said message informationand is accumulated in 
an accumulation meansSaid message board server is equipped with a step which 
acquires status information which includes at least position information in which the 
mobile terminal concerned exists at the time of a reference request of said message 
information from said mobile terminaland a step which searches said message 
information from said accumulation means based on said the acquired status 
information. 

[0010]namely — a message board system of this invention is a thing about an 
electronic bulletin board which used a mobile terminal (personal digital assistant) — 
" — people who are in a similar situationA portion common to experience or a living 
environment uses that it is in a tendency which and has many portions common to 
needs and taste to information"and is characterized by being efficient and enabling 
reference of information on a bulletin board. [ a tendency ] 

[001 1]A message board system of this invention is an electronic message board 
system in which a mobile terminal to writing and reference are possibleand is 
characterized by the ability to leave a message to a place where a physical message 
board does not exist. 

[0012]The 1st mobile terminal of a user (it is hereafter considered as an "information 
provider") to whom a book will perform writing to a message board if it explains more 
concretelylt consists of a message board server connected to the 2nd mobile terminal 
of a user (it is hereafter considered as a "information-reference person") who refers 
to information written in a message boardand these [ 1st ] and the 2nd mobile 
terminal in a network. 

[001 3] An information provider performs a write-operation of information at arbitrary 



places using the 1st mobile terminal (let this information be "the message information 
M" hereafter). The 1st mobile terminal sends the message information M to a 
message board server. 

[001 4]A message board server accumulates the message information M. At this timea 
message board server acquires information (it is hereafter considered as "the status 
information X") about a situation of an information provider who wrote in the message 
information Mand saves it in a "message information database" with the message 
information M. 

[0015]An information-reference person performs operation of referring to message 
information using the 2nd mobile terminal. The 2nd mobile terminal requires reference 
of message information accumulated in a message board server. A message board 
server acquires information (it is hereafter considered as "the status information Y") 
about an information-reference person's situationand searches a message information 
group (it is hereafter considered as "the search-results message group G") written in 
in a situation where it is similar to the situation based on the information. 
[001 6]A message board server replies the search-results message group G to an 
information-reference person's 2nd mobile terminal. An information-reference 
person's 2nd mobile terminal displays the search-results message group G searched 
with a message board server. 

[0017]Herethe status information X and the status information Y are expressed with 
one or more combination of informationincluding age of an offer of information or a 
place at the time of an information referencean offer of information or time at the 
time of an information referencean offer of information or the weather at the time of 
an information referencean offer of information or a season at the time of an 
information referencean information providerand an information-reference personetc. 
The similarity of a situation shall be suitably defined according to an adopted situation. 
[0018]As mentioned abovesince information disseminated in a situation where the 
similarity of a situation at the time of an information reference is high is retrieved in a 
message board system of this inventiona possibility that information which an 
information-reference person needs in the situation will be acquired becomes high. 
[0019]It becomes possible to leave a message by using position information for status 
information also at a place in which substance of a message board is not installed. 
Thereforethose who are present in the place are enabled to write in effective 
message information at the placeeven if it does not create an electronic bulletin 
board corresponding to arbitrary places a prioriand it enables those who are present 
in the neighborhood to refer to the message information. 

[0020]It enables an information provider to show easily message information which 
harnessed the characteristic of the place by this. As a resultwhen it is used for a 
message of an advertising objectiveit also becomes possible to perform advertisement 
effective in those who gather there according to a placethe weatherand time. 
[0021]In a message board system of this inventionapplication of a situation of an 



information provider and an information-reference person not only in a "place but 
other situationssuch as the "weather" and "time"is enabledand offer and acquisition 
of more effective message information are attained. 
[0022] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]Nextone working example of this invention is described 
with reference to Drawings. Drawing 1 is a block diagram showing the composition of 
the message board system by one working example of this invention. The personal 
digital assistant A of the user (it is hereafter considered as an "information provider") 
to whom the message board system by one working example of this invention 
performs the writing to a message board in drawing 1 . It comprises the message board 
server 1 connected to the personal digital assistants B and these personal digital 
assistants A and B of the user (it is hereafter considered as a "information-reference 
person") who refers to the information written in the message board in the network. 
[0023] Drawing 2 is a flow chart which shows message information accumulation and 
retrieval processing of the message board system by one working example of this 
invention. With reference to these drawing 1 and drawing 2 message information 
accumulation and retrieval processing of the message board system by one working 
example of this invention are explained. 

[0024]An information provider performs the write-operation of the message 
information M at arbitrary places using the personal digital assistant A. The personal 
digital assistant A sends the message information M inputted by this write-operation 
to the message board server 1 . 

[0025]The message board server 1 will acquire the status information X about the 
situation of the information provider who wrote in the message information Mif the 
message information M is sent from the personal digital assistant A ( drawing 2 step 
S1) ( drawing 2 step S2). 

[0026]In that casethe message board server 1 matches the status information X and 
the message information M which were acquiredand saves them in the message 
information database 1a ( drawing 2 step S3). The message information 
M0M1 M2M3Mand the status information WZand XV and X are matched and 
accumulated in the message information database 1a by this. 

[0027]Thenif an information-reference person performs reference operation of the 
message information M using the personal digital assistant Bthe personal digital 
assistant B will send the reference request of the message information M inputted by 
this reference operation to the message board server 1. 

[0028]The message board server 1 will acquire the status information Y about an 
information-reference person's situationif the reference request of the message 
information M is sent from the personal digital assistant B ( drawing 2 step S4) 
( drawing 2 step S5). The message board server 1 searches the search-results 
message group G written in in the situation where it is similar to the situation based 
on the acquired status information Y ( drawing 2 step S6). 



[0029]The message board server 1 replies the search-results message group G (in 
drawing 1 they are the message information M1M2and M) obtained by the search to an 
information-reference person's personal digital assistant B ( drawing 2 step S7). An 
information-reference person's personal digital assistant B displays the search- 
results message group G sent from the message board server 1. 

[0030]Herethe status information X and Y is expressed with one or more combination 
in informationincluding the age of an offer of information or the place at the time of an 
information referencean offer of information or the time at the time of an information 
referencean offer of information or the weather at the time of an information 
referencean offer of information or the season at the time of an information 
referencean information providerand an information-reference personetc. The 
similarity of a situation shall be suitably defined according to the adopted situation. 
[0031]Thussince the information disseminated in the situation where the similarity of 
the situation at the time of an information reference is high is retrieved in this 
examplea possibility that the information which an information-reference person 
needs in the situation will be acquired becomes high. In this exampleit becomes 
possible to leave a message by using position information for status information also 
at the place in which the substance of the message board is not installed. 
[0032]One working example of this invention can be applied to the concert ticket 
selling system of an amateur bandetc. In this examplea young man with the same 
taste uses the tendency to have gathered in the same place as the same time 
zoneand uses a place and time as status information. 

[0033] Drawing 3 is a figure showing the example applied to the concert ticket selling 
system of the amateur band of one working example of this invention. With reference 
to this drawing 3 operation of the example applied to the concert ticket selling system 
of the amateur band is explained. 

[0034]A "ticket selling member" looks for the place where people who are the targets 
of a concert have gathered all over the town. For exampleit says on a holiday the 
place which a young man waits and is often used as a placeor says in the time zone 
of attending school at the bus stop and station which a student uses. The appearance 
of people of the place is seenand if it judges that they are people who are likely to 
become a concert objectconcert informationwill be written in the message board 
server 1 on that spot using the personal digital assistant A. 

[0035]The message board server 1 registers "the position information A" and the 
"time A" of the personal digital assistant A into the message information database 1a 
as "the status information A at the time of dispatch." In the message board server 
1 after being registeredthe "message information" which passed for one month is 
deleted automatically. 

[0036]If an information-reference person refers to message information with the 
personal digital assistant B at the suitable times between waiting time etc.The 
message board server 1 searches the "position information B" on the personal digital 



assistant Band the "message information" which has the status information near "the 
status information B" for "the time B" as "status information B at the time of 
reference" from the message information database 1a. 
[0037]At this timethe total value of the distance (kilometer unit) from the 
"registration office" to a "reference place" and the time lag (time basis) from 
"registered time" to "reference time" is used as "a valuation function of the 
similarity of a situation"for example. 

[0038]The message board server 1 is sent to an information-reference person's 
personal digital assistant B by making "message information" for a maximum often 
affairs into "the search-results message group G" from the smaller one of the search 
results by the above-mentioned "valuation function of the similarity of a situation." In 
the personal digital assistant Bthe "search-results message group G" sent from the 
message board server 1 is displayed. 

[0039]"Position information" and the acquisition method of "time" which are used in 
the above-mentioned examplea correspondence procedure between the personal 
digital assistants A and B and the message board server 1 Since it is known well for a 
person skilled in the art about the input of the information on the personal digital 
assistants A and Bthe method of presentationand the mounting method of the 
message information database 1a and is not directly related to this inventionthe 
explanation about the detailed composition is omitted. 

[0040]Suitable weighting for a time lag or distance may be carried out as "a valuation 
function of the similarity of a situation" in the above-mentioned example. The 
personal digital assistants A and B can constitute from a cellular phoneand a 
communication network can constitute from the Web server of the Internet. 
[0041]Thussince message information is written in after a "ticket selling member" 
goes to the place in which direct customers gather and checks people of the placethe 
effect near direct marketing can be acquired. 

[0042]In bulletin board informationsince a time zone or narrowing down is 
performedreference of an efficient message is attained also at the place that search 
results differ according to a time zoneand people who gather by the same place or a 
time zone differ. 

[0043]Since a "ticket selling member" does not need to start the independent 
message board server Ismail event information like the ticket selling of an amateur 
band can be put up easily. The information-reference person can acquire suitable 
information further again at the spot and its timewithout specifying clearly the place 
and time which are now. 

[0044]One working example of this invention mentioned above on the other hand can 
also be applied to a tourist resort guide system. In this tourist resort guide systemit 
becomes possible to provide the informationincluding the highlight in a tourist 
resortnotesetc.which carries out interdiurnal change. In that casea placetimethe 
weatherand a season can be used as status information. 



[0045]The sightseeing inquiry clerk who provides guidance to a tourist resort 
sometimes patrols a tourist resortand writes the informationincluding a highlighta 
recommended picnic shelter placenotesetc.which carries out interdiurnal change in 
the message board server 1 using the personal digital assistant A. At this timethe 
sightseeing inquiry clerk specifies time to delete "message information." 
[0046]In the message board server 1the "season A" which can be found from the 
date on which "the weather A" and the writing of "the position information A"the 
"time A"and its place of the personal digital assistant A were performed is 
investigatedrespectivelyand it registers with the message information database 1a by 
making those information into "the status information A." The message server 1 
deletes automatically the "message information" in which the specified delete time 
passed. 

[0047]An information-reference person (sightseeing person) refers to message board 
information with the personal digital assistant B at the place where guidance became 
wanting at the tourist resort. Thenthe message board server 1 investigates the 
"season B" which can be found from the date on which the "position information B" 
on the personal digital assistant Bthe "time B"the "weather B" of the placeand 
reference were performedand makes those information "the status information B." 
[0048]The message server 1 searches "message information" with the status 
information near the "status information B" from the message information database 
1a. The message board server 1 is sent to an information-reference person's personal 
digital assistant B from the higher one [ similarity / of a situation ] by making 
"message information" for ten affairs into "the search-results message group G." In 
the personal digital assistant Bthe "search-results message group G" sent from the 
message board server 1 is displayed. 

[0049]An acquisition method of "position information"timethe "weather"and the 
"season" which are used in the example mentioned aboveAbout the correspondence 
procedure between the personal digital assistants A and B and the message board 
server 1the input of the information on the personal digital assistants A and B and the 
method of presentationand the mounting method of the message information database 
1 ait is known well for a person skilled in the artand since this invention is not directly 
relatedit is omitted about explanation of the detailed composition. 

[0050]"The valuation function of the similarity of a situation" in the above-mentioned 
example changes with character of a tourist resort. For examplein the case of the 
tourist resort of Hitoshi Toyama from whom danger changes with the weather or 
seasonspriority should be given to the similarity of the weather or a season andin 
historic-relics sightseeingshould be given to the place. About these arguments on a 
valuation functionsince it is not directly related to this inventionit omits. The personal 
digital assistants A and B can constitute from a cellular phoneand a communication 
network can constitute from the Web server of the Internet. 

[0051]Thussince a sightseeing inquiry clerk goes to a tourist resort directlychecks the 



place and writes in useful informationthe exact information which carried out warm 
consideration can be provided. For examplethe information on the critical section etc. 
which were discovered when a sightseeing inquiry clerk went roundincluding the place 
on which it is easy to slide in case of rainy weatherswollen river informationetc.can be 
written in immediately on the spot which discovered danger. 

[0052] Reference of an efficient message is attained also at the tourist resort where 
search results differ according to the weather and a season since the weathera 
seasonor narrowing down was performed bulletin board informationwhen it is referred 
toand a highlight changes with the same place or the weatheror seasons. 
[0053]Since it is not necessary to install the guidance bulletin board of sightseeing 
guidance everywherethe scene of a tourist resort is not broken. The information- 
reference person can acquire suitable information further again at the spotthe 
weather at that timeand its seasonwithout specifying a placethe weatherand a season. 
[0054] 

[Effect of the Invention]In [ according to / as explained above / this invention ] the 
electronic message board system in which a mobile terminal to writing and reference 
are possibleThe status information which includes at least the position information in 
which the mobile terminal concerned exists at the time of the writing of the message 
information from a mobile terminal is acquiredMatch the status information and 
message information which were acquiredand it accumulates in an accumulation 
meansBy acquiring the status information which includes at least the position 
information in which the mobile terminal concerned exists at the time of the reference 
request of the message information from a mobile terminaland searching message 
information from an accumulation means based on the acquired status 
informationEven if it does not create the electronic bulletin board corresponding to 
arbitrary places a priorithe message information at the place with those effective who 
are present in the place can be written inand it is effective in the ability of those who 
are present in the neighborhood to refer to the message information.
